Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 18 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 2, the word 
"outwardl" should be changed to -outward-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Specification 

3. The substitute specification filed 12/17/04 has not been entered because it does not 
conform to 37 CFR 1.125(b) and (c) because: a marked up copy of the substitute specification 
has not been supplied (in addition to the clean copy). 

4. A substitute specification in proper idiomatic English and in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.52(a) and (b) is required. The substitute specification filed must be accompanied by a 
statement that it contains no new matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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6. Claims 1 , rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

In claim 1, in lines 2 and 3, the phrase "especially for tight sealing of an opening in a 
support plate, especially a motor vehicle body" is indefinite. It is unclear from the phrase if the 
closure cover is used for tight sealing of an opening in a support plate of a motor vehicle body or 
not.

7. Claims 7- 1 8 are allowed.
